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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-12 are pending in the application. 

Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/IN2005/000077, filed March 10, 2005. A reference to the prior 
application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on 
the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e), 1 20, 1 21 , or 365(c).

a. Claim 10 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by 
the period that appears at the end of the third line. 

b. Claim 10 is vague and indefinite in that there is no period indicating the 
end of the claim. 

c. Claims 1 1 and 1 2 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is 
meant by the period that appears at the end of the third line. 

d. Claims 1 1 and 1 2 are vague and indefinite in that there is no period 
indicating the end of the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -9 are allowed. None of the prior art of record or a search in the 
pertinent art area teaches the process of preparing formula I where the starting material 
is a compound of formula IVb.
